‘ exprefs Orders from the King his Matfter,, But that 
* he would fend)a Meffenger to acquaint his Majefty 
* with the Bufinefs of their Deputation. This he did 
accordingly, and the King of France fignified to the 
Cantons that he was ready to yield to the Neutra- 
lity demanded for Savoy,on condition all the Places 
_of Strength in ir thould be put into the Hands of the 
- Swifs,and that thofe Garrifons fhould be paid by his 
Majefty and the D. of Savoy,that there fhould be a 
 Paffage left open through Savoy for keeping up a 
Communication with his Army in Italy, that Pafs- 
ports to that effect fhould be deliver’d out by the 
Helvetick Body, and that Piemont fhould be com- 
pris’d in this Neutrality, or at leaft that no Swifs 
roops fhould ferye his Royal Highnefs in Piemont. 
‘Which being communicated to the D.of Savoy, he 
return’d Anfwer, That he was determin’d much ra- 
* ther to pufh on the War ar all Adventures, and nor 
“ to tye up his Hands, by a Neutrality of which the 
‘ French would reap all the Advantage. Hereupon rhe 
Canton of Bern nominated 4 Perfons to go to the 
Canton of Friburg and defire them to name, 4 Rerfons 
likewife,who might all go to the Canton of Zurich,to 
confult together what was further to*be: done to ob- 
tain a Neutrality for Savoy. Of which the Marquels 
de Puifieux being inform’d, he wrote the following 
Letrer to the Canton of Zurich. 
Magnificent Lords! 
Y OU are inform’d, no doubr, that the Landable 
~ €anton of Bern has fent Deputies to that of Fri- 
burg, to endeavour.to poffefs them with an Opinion 
thar the lare Conqueft.of Savoy by the Troops of the 
King my Matter, is very prejudicial to the Inrereft of 
the Laudable ferenes ody,and that the faid Lauda- 
blé Canton would’do well co difparch Deputies along 
with theirs to you, and to give them Inftructions to 
ufe their beft Endeayours to perfwade you to joyn 
with them in a,Deputation to me, to propofe rhat I

trality. Their Defign in demanding fuch a Neutrality 
feems to be,to put that Prince into a Condition'to fur-

The Deputies of Bern and Friburg ave commiffion'’d 
to fignifieto me befides,or to write to his Majefty that 
in cafe he will not comply with their Requeft,. Ther 
Shall be very forry to be oblig’d to furnifh Tioops to the 
D. of Savoy,to enable him to recover all the Country 


themfelves, but thar they cannot help doing is. 

Will not your Surprife be equal to,mine, Magnifl- 
cent Lords, when you fhall be fatisfied that {cme of 
the Laudable Cantons have taken Refolutions of fuch 
a Nature? Refoiutions fo warm,and of fo great Con- 
fequence? Will you notapprchend that the Enemies of 
the King my Mafter may hope to have very fhortly 
no caufeto envy the happy Tranquility, which by the 
Superiority of his Majefty’s. Arms yon now enjoy, 
while Europe is in aFlame? Having had fufficient Ex- 
perience, Magnificent Lords,of your Prudence and Mo- 
deration, I have not hefitated one Momenttd inform 


_ you of the Refolutions taken by the Cantons of Bern 


and Friburg, to the end that before their Deputies ar- 
flye you may wifely reflect upon their Conduct, and 
in confequence reprefent to them, how prejudicial 


their Refolutions are to the Intereft and Quiet of the 


Helvetick Body. ; 
You are notignorant, Magnificent Lords, that his 
-Majefty’s Troops have conquer’d all Savoy, except 
-Montmmeillan: And doubtlefs you will call to mind, 
that you difapprov’d the Propofal made by the Sieur 
Mellarede,when he demanded a Neutrality for Savoy 


only,without including Piemont, at the time when his _ 


Mafter was in Poffetfion of the Durchy of Savoy. 

After fo juftly refuling your Approbarion of fo up- 
reafonable a Demand, is it to be imagin’d you canbe 
for a-War againft the King my Matfter,ane for under- 
taking to drive his Troops out of a Couniry,of which 
the chief Paffages and moft confiderable Pofts are in 
their Poffeffion ?, No,Magnificeht Lords,you can neyer 
take fuch pernicious Courfes, the fatal Confequences 
of which you forefee too plainly, not ro prevent chem 
by your prudent Councils and wife Condud&. 

I make no doubt but the King my Mafter is ftill 
difpos’d to yield to a Neutrality for the Dominions of 
the D.of Savoy, tho’ that Prince has abfolutely re- 
jected it,’ and in fo doing has in fpite of him prov’d 
himfelf to be the Aggreffor, that he only is the Caufe 
of the Alarm fome Cantons feign they ave in, and is 
directly the Author of the Troubles which the Cantons 
of Bern and Friburg, at the Inftigation of that Prince's 
Agents are raifing in the Laudable Helvetick Body, by 
the warm Refolutions they have taken. 

It feems,Magnificent Lords, fome Men would affift 
kim who kindled the War in your Nighbourhoody 
againft him who fo generoufly offers to cftablifiy Tranqui- 
lity there, I have juft caufe ro flatter my felf,chat your 
wife Reprefentations.wi!l have all the Effe& upon the 
Cantons of Bern and Friburg that may be reafonably 
expected'from the Prudence and Sagacity that fhines 
in all your Difcourfés aud Actions : Upon this Foun- 
dation I ground my hopes, that you will render fruir- 
lefs allthe Efforts of the Enemies of the King my 
Mafter to difturh the Peace of your dear Couniry. 


The glorious Tranquility the Laudable Helvetick 
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Body has enjoy’d, ever fince they cowtrafled Alliance 
with France,the Care your illyftrious Anceftors con- 
ftantly took todo nothing that might weaken thofe 
Alliances,are Examples to which you will undoubtedly 
have an Eye on this Occafion,and I perfwade my {elf 
you will moft chearfully follow them. Magnificent 
Lords,I will inform the King of the prudent Steps you 
fhalj cake in this Affair, and I can affure you his Ma- 
jefty will not be wanting to make yow a fuicable ac- 


knowledgment.

The Deputies of Bern, with thofe of Friburg, pro- 
ceeded to Zurich, and had feveral Conferences with 
Deputies nominated by that Canton, which ended in 
thefe Refolutions,1. That a Letter fhould be written to 
the Marquefs de Puifieux in the Name of the 13 Can- 
tons,to remind him of the Promife he made to the laft 
General Affembly, to acquaint his Mafter by a Letter 
how uheafie the Cantons were at the Neighbourhood 
of his Troops in Savoy, and to defire him for their 
Sakes to grant a Neutrality to that Province. 2.That 
the 13 Cantons fhould have Copies of this Letter 
tranfmitted to them; and fhould be prefs'd to enter 
inro the fame Views,to the end that in cafe the K. of 
France fhould not give them the Satisfaction defir’d, 
the Cantons of Znrich,Bern,Lucern,and Friburgjmight 
be impower'd by all the reft to fend a new Deputa-' 
tion to the faid Marques to fignifie to him in exprefs 
Terms, that the Cantons look upon the Neutrality of 
Savoy as a thing infeparable from the common Sect- 
rity of the Helvetick Body. It was likewife refolv’d, 
that Monfieur Hirzel, Secretary of Zurich, fhould 
carry the Lerter abovemention’d; and verbally de- 
mand a fpeedy Anfwer. And thg laft Advices tell us 
he is actually gone fom Zurich with it..
